SAN DIEGO, Cal., June 2.—(?)— 
Moss E. Garrison, 37, railway com- 
missary clerk and former Atlantan, 
undergoing preliminary hearing on & 
charge of murdering Hazel Bradshaw, 
his former fiancee, threw the court 
into an uproar today by snatching up 
a pair of trousers the prosecution had 
entered as an exhibit and _ hastily 
searching them. 

Captain Paul J. Hayes, in charge of 
the police investigation of the stab- 
bing of the 22-year-old telephone oper- 
ator, was on the witness stand. He 
jumped to his feet and took the 
trousers away from Garrison, placing 
them owt of his reach. 

Hayes had testified that several 
wild oat spears, similar to those 
growing inside the Indian village in 
Balboa park, where Miss Bradshaw's 
body was found a month ago, were 
discovered in the cuffs of the trousers 
just introduced as evidence. He said 
the trousers were worn by Garrison 
on the night of the slaying.

Place With Other Heroes 
im Statuary Hall. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—{?)—A 
statue of Jefferson Davis was unveil- 
ed today in Statuary Hall in the pres- 
ence of an applauding ‘audience in- 
cluding some who fought in battle 
with the only president of the Con- 
federacy. 

The towering figure of the man who 
once waited in irons to be tried for 


heroes of other states whose likenesses 
previously had been placed in the hall 
at the eapitol. 

At the same time a statue of James 
Z. George, a private under Davis in 
the Mexican War, chief justice of 
Mississippi and long a United States 
senator, was unveiled. ‘. 

Senator Pat Harrison, of Missis- 
sippi, said in an address on Davis 
there “never was a moment’s doubt 
as to Mississippi’s first choice” for 
the honors she has waited'66 years to 
bestow. ‘ 

“As Mississippi places herein these 
bronze statues of her great warriors, 
statesmen and leaders,” Harrison add- 
ed, “the last link is forged in a chain 
that will hold together. this nation 
forever.” 

Senator Stephens, of Mississippi, 
praised the jurist, George, saying “A 
people pays a tribute to itself when 
it gives due recognition to true great- 
ness.” 

Great-granddaughter of the Confed- 
erate president, Miss Adele Hayes 
Davis, pulled a cord unfurling a flag 
from the statue of, her ancestor. Be- 
side her, Miss Katy Boyd George, 
granddaughter of the other statesman, 
similarly unveiled his statue. 

Melodies of the old south—‘Way 
Down Upon the Swanee River,” “Old 
Black Joe,” and finally the song 
“Dixie’ was played by the marine 
band. One veteran, Captain D. 
D. Jackson, of the 10th Virginia regi- 
ment, wore his gray uniform to the 
services. Among other spectators were 
one-time Union soldiers. 

On behalf of Governor Bilbo, of 
Mississippi, Kelly J. Hammond, sec- 
retary of the Davis-George statues 
commission, made the presentation of 
the work of Augustus Lukeman, New 
York sculpture. 

Edgar S. Wilson, Mississippi news- 
paperman who said he_ visualized 
Davis in action at Buena Vista, re- 
called thte farewell address in which 
he heard Davis declare he had no com- 
plaint for remaining unpardoned, 
“since repentance must needs precede” 
it. Wilsen also recounted Davis wait- 
ing trial for treason, in Fort Monroe, 
after he was captured by federal 
troops 66 years ago. 

David Clay Bramlette, chairman of 
the commisison, introduced the speak- 
ers. Stone Deavours, dean of the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi Law school, 
eulogized George. The Rev. James 
Shera Montgomery, chaplain of the 
house, and the Rev. Z. T. Phillips, 
chaplain of the senate. pronounced the 
invocation and benediction. 

A congressional committee ushered 
in the guests, predominantly southern- 
ers, many in official life, a number 
of kin of the heroes. Finis Garrett, 
of Tennessee, former speaker of the 
house, was among those present. 

William Tyler Page, clerk of the 
house, whose family was divided in 
Maryland in the Civil War, looked on 
and said: “This may be said to be 
the last drama of the war.”

“The unemployment situation in 
this district may perhaps best be de- 
scribed as marking time.

Considerable progress has 
made in diversified farming, 
which, in addition to being more 
profitable to the farmer, has the ad- 
vantage of providing a food supply. 

“Construction work also is a fae 
vorable factor. According to the F, 
W. Dodge Corporation, construction 
in Georgia has increased from the low 
total of $1,872,000, reached in Decem- 
ber last, to $2,506,500 in January of 
this year and to $4,012,800 in Febru- 
ary. <A slight decrease was shown

“ADMITS MURDER

A medical colleague offers this in- | 


teresting contribution: 


In a country ‘practice of 30 years | 


I have had my share of diabetic 
patients, and for years I have no- 
ticed that the use of tobacco is rare 
among them. In fact I can recall 
only one case, that of a doctor who 
died in coma; he was a voracious 


eater and a heavy drinker but not 

a very heavy user of tobacco. 
For about 10 years I, have: been 

advising my diabetes patients to

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smoke—that is, the men, but I sup- | 


pose I might include the women as 
well, now. I believe I have observed 
consistent benefit from it. 

I do not know whether tobacco 
has any definite therapeutic effect 
on the pancreas or the secretion of 
insulin. The only theory I have is 
that tobacco diminishes appetite to 
some extent and in that way tends 
to prevent or to moderate the dis- 
ease, 

Few heavy smokers or chewers of 
tobacco are heavy eaters. ; 

In my experience overeating is the 
chief cause of diabetes, and I believe 
that is why but few users of the weed 
have it. 

Non-users are constantly eating 
something—candy, fruit, ete. Not 
because they’re really hungry or it 
is regular mealtime, but just for 
something to do or just to satisfy a 
vague craving.

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Southern Church Votes 
To Drop Negotiations 
for Organic Merger. 


BY ry Hi. WOLFF. 

MONTREAT, N. C., June 2.—() 
The general-assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian Church in the United States to- 
night voted, 135 to 105, to drop all 
negotiations for “organic union” with 
other Presbyterian and Reformed 
Presbyterian groups in the Umited 
States. 

It voted, however, to work for a 
“definite, complete and detailed plan 
for the federal union of our church 
with any or all Presbyterians or re- 
formed bodies.” This was the major- 
ity report of a committee appointed 
to study the question. 

A minority report, which reeom- 
mended continuance of efforts toward 
union and asked for a meeting with 
representatives of other church bodies 
for study of the question, was re- 
jected, 

Admittance of women into eldership 
in the northern Presbyterian church 
was used by Mr. Foster as an argu- 
ment against union. The southern 
church ideas not permit this practice. 

The generss assembly earlier in the 
day 
tion expressing “our fraternal love” 
for the Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ, from which it voted yes- 
terday to withdraw. The resolution 
also included “representatives” of 
the ecouneil. 

The assembly adopted the recom- 
mendation of the committee on as- 
sembly work that all endowment 
funds and gifts should be segregated 
as soon as possible and “that = such 
funds not be used “for current ex- 
penses. nor as securities for temporary 
loans for current budget expenses ex- 
cept with the consent of the donor, 
given at the time.” 

By a vote of 144 to 92 the assem- 
bly decided to abolish the permanent 
committee on assembly’s work, estab- 
lished four years ago as the central 
agency for carrying on the work of 
the church, and usually referred to as 
“the committee of 44.”

Church in the United States, which 
sprang from German root. 

The general assembly today ap- 
proved extension of the boundaries of 
the Presbytery of Holston, Tenn., so 
as to include Scott and Washington 
counties, Virginia. Approval “had

Intention Clarified. 

“Tt was recognized, of course, that 
limitation of the period of benefit 
meant that men might exhaust their 
rights to benefit before they recov- 
ered employment—in other words, 
that the insurance scheme would not 
cover all employment.

It was meant to be 
accompanied by a reform of the poor 
law (local relief) making provision 
outside insurance—on the basis of 
need rather than of contractual 
right—for those who exhausted their 
insurance rights. Compulsory unem- 
ployment insurance was conceived 
only as a first line of defense against 
distress through unemployment, an ex- 
tension of the admirable pioneer work 
done in this field by the _ trade 
unions.” 

In November, 1920, the government 
(Bonar law, conservative) took the 
plunge and extended the insurance 
scheme to all manual and non-manual 
workers earning not more than §1,- 

oO) a year. The workers excluded 
from this act were those in agricul- 
ture, domestic service and civil serv- 
ice, and those engaged permanently 
by municipal authorities. 


The good intent and the weakness 
of this fine purpose were equally 
manifest. An actuarial scheme de- 
signed for workers in certain limited 
specific occupations was not extend- 
ed to take in all sorts and conditions 
of employment, including several 
which were of normally intermittent 
occupation. 


The reason for this unscientifie pro- 
cedure has never been explained to 
the writer. It would have been a 
simple, and as it.,seems necessary 
task for the government actuary to 
consider the new proposal and to de- 
vise a revised scheme of payments 
which would “cover the risk” of the 
enlarged- field of insurance.

First Step.

The new act had brought within the 
reach of unemployment insurance no 
fewer than 11,750,000 persons. But 
benefit figures had remained ~ normal 
until the trade slump started, then 
the unemployment figures soared. As 
stated, the great unemployment fund 
was reduced that year (1920) to 
$5,000,000. | 

The ‘eeeblem was acute. Thousands 
of workers through long periods of 


legitimately ¢n- 
and paymént to 
them had ceased. The government 
was compelled toe face the issue of 
taking care of these men and women, 
so there was introduced what has be- 
come known as the “‘uncovenanted” 
benefit scheme (uncovenanted because 
it did not form part of the covenants 
of the unemployment insurance act 
proper), and it was, therefore, an act 
of grace on the part of the. govern- 
ment in granting payment of extended 
| benefits. 

The long columns of figures setting 
forth the human tragedy of the last 
10 years are enough to weary the eye, 
Never once, since January, 1921, has 
the total of unemployed insured work- 
ers been less than in seven figures. 
The least percentage of unemployment 
was §.6 per cent, and the highest 23.0. 
For the last six months of 1930 the 
total of unemployment was always 
above the 2,000,000 mark, and repre- 
sented, as noted earlier, approximately 
20 per cent of the working population. 
March, usually a low month for unem- 
ployment, climbed from the relatively 
low. mark of 9.4 per cent unemployed 
in 1928 to 13.6 per cent in 1930, 
when 1,641,408 were out of work. 
And this last March saw. nearly three 
quarters of a million.more out of work 
than in March, 1930. 

Benefits Raised. 

Yet with unemployment so high and 
the cost of living going down, the 
benefit rates have been both raised 
and. extended. A man with a wife 
and three of a family, who received 
$1.75 a week in 1911, $3.75 in 1920, 
and $5.75 in 1921, now receives $8. 
Also, today, he receives that benefit 
for every week of the year so long as 
he has paid eight weekly contribu- 
tions in the last two years or 30 
weekly contributions at any time, and 
even though each of the weekly con- 
tributions may represent only one 
day’s work. 

It is this situation that is bank- 
rupting the finances and has placed 
against the unemployment fund prop- 

er—the fund built up solidly by con- 
tributions from worker, employer and 
state—u wmammoth debt whose .repay- 
ment is wholly conjectural. It is this 
situation which causes industrialists 
to say: “In our view the gravity of 
the position is now such as to threat- | 
permanent injury to the industrial 
life of the country and the welfare 
of its people. In our view the time 
has come when the welfare of this 
country demands that it should face 
the real facts of the situation; when 
it cannot afford any longer to lull 
itself into a false sense of security, 
and when it must itself courageously 
grapple with its own problems.” 

Or an economist such as Sir Wil- 
liam Beveridge concludes: 

“The present system of unemploy- 
ment insurance bears no resemblance 
at all either to the practice of trade 
unions or to tl» scheme of 1911 that 
was meant as an extension of if. Ev- 
ery important idea in either has gone 
by the board. The benefit has been 
made unlimited in time and practi- 
cally divoreed from the payment of 
contributions; it has become neither 
insurance nor a spreading of wages, 
but out-relief financed mainly by a 
tax on employment. 

Interest Lost. 

“The insurance fund has become 
indistinguishable from the national 
exchequer. All interest of employer 
or of work people in reducing unem- 
ployment has gone; glaringly the 
scheme has nmany cases a 
means of subsidiaing casual industries 
ficient wages.

here has been a large increase in 
expenditures for construction work 
and agriculture relief, which is ex- 
pected to amount to approximately 
$540,000,000 more than was expend- 
ed for those purposes the last fiscal 
year, 

These figures alone—a reduction of 
$890,000.000 in receipts and an in- 
crease of $540,000,000 in expenditures 
—would indicate that the government 
would be over $1,430,000,000 behind 
last year. 

It was said at the White House, 
however, that reductions in expendi- 
tures’ brought about by a study last 
summer amount to  $180,000,000. 
Also, during the fiscal year ended last 
June the debt was reduced by $305,- 
000,000 in excess of the statutory 
amount while this year it is being 
held to the legal requirements. 

These two sums, it was explained, 
make a difference in the financial 
situation of $485,000,000 and will re- 
sult in a final deficit of about $900,- 
000,000 or $950,000,000.

MAGAZINE PUBLISHERS 
TO SEEK FULL DATA 

NEW YORK, June 2.—(/)—Amer- 
ican magazine publishers were the 
first to act today when the new Ca- 
nadian tariff schedules, which gen- 
erally boosted. rates against goods 
from this country,. were pablished. 

As soon as he read of the new 15- 
cents-a-pound duty against magazines, 
George Lucas, secretary of the Na- 
tional Publishers’ Association—the or- 
ganization of major periodical pub- 
lishers—announced he was going to 
Ottawa to learn exactly what the ef- 
fects of the regulations would be. 


Other manufacturers whose prod- 
ucts are affected withheld comment. 

In Detroit, autmobile makers, who 
had anticipated the higher rates; 
pointed out- that most American com- 
panies hare production facilities in 
the dominion. 

Magazine publishers looked to Mr. 
Lucas to determine what exemptions 
from the duty would be granted. 

“The regulations are open to sev- 
eral interpretations,” Mr. Lucas said. 

He explained that apparently the 
Saturday Evening Post was exempt 
as it is a weekly. The Post circu- 
lates widely in Canada at 10 cents. 
Unless exempt, publishers pointed out, 
the duty would be 30 cents’ those 
weeks wher a two-pound book is pub- 
lished, indicating a selling price of 
35 cents. Officials of the Curtis Pub- 
lishing Company said they had not 
yet considered the question of a new 
selling price.

become a dangerous competitor of the 
newspaper, because it has a field of 
its own—it cannot imitate the print- 
ed advertisement. In _ addition, he 
said, the reaction of the public to the 
spoken word is vastly different from 
its reception of that which is printed. 

“In the radio advertisement,” he 
said, “a listener must take what 
comes, and on that account he is go- 
ing to resent anything which creates 
in him the feeling that it is even 


slightly repulsive. In the case of 
the printed ad, the reader subcon- 
sciously elects to read it or subcon- 
sciously ignores it. 

“But it is very foolish,” he con- 
‘cluded, “to fight radio, because radio 
has its legitimate place in advertis- 
ing. Newspapers should not attempt 
to combat radio advertising, because 
it is a type of its own and will not 
permanently invade the newspaper 
field. On the contrary, the newspa- 
pers should help radio advertising 


rather than knock it, because it makes 
no difference what the medium 
advertising, when given impetus, 
gathers momentum, with consequent 
advantages to the publisher a as well as 
to the radio station.”

These instances are relatively 
few when we consider the avalanche 
of mimeographed and aang propa- 
ganda that emanates from the grist 
mill at Washington and the state 
capitals.” 

Mr. Williams criticized newspapers 
for supporting campaigns for taxation 
of highway, or billboard advertising. 

“J ask,” he said to the assembly,

If correctly re- 
ported many of his assertions are 
without foundation. 

“It is not true that the public util- 
ities 6f Pennsylvania seek to domi- 
nate the government of this state. 
The house’ investigating committee, 
which the governor named and dom- 
inated, found as indicated by its re- 
port no evidence to support his 
charges. The legislature properly re- 
fused the governor authority to hire 
and fire public service commissioners 
at his sole discretion. 

“His unjustified attack upon the, 
party organization which he represent- 
ed at the last election, his indiffer- 
ence to the rulings of the supreme 
court and his desire to have the power 
of a dictator have naturally reduced 
his influence throughout Pennsylvania 
and have already ‘prevented the pas- 
sage of constructive amendments to 
the public service laws of this state 
that all interests have agreed are de- 
sirable,”

The greatest ovation of the reunion 
went up from a thousand ‘throats to- 
day as the daughter of General “Fight- 
ing’ Joe Wheeler was introduced to 
the Confederated Southern Memorial 
Association. 

The daughter, Miss Anne Wheeler, 
last in line of the famous family, with 
tear-dimmed eyes told the crowd, “I’m 
still living in the little old home at 
Wheeler, Ala., where Daddy Joe and 
I were kids. And I don’t think I'll 
ever leave there. 

Memorials, not as honors paid the 
dead but as beacon lights to the new 
generation in carrying out the ideals 
of the past were advocated today in 
the opening business session at the 
Confederated Southern Memorial As- 
sociation. 

The statement came from Mrs, L. 
M. Bashinsky, of Troy, Ala., presi- 
dent general of the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy, who urged the 
members of the memorial association 
to “rededicate yourselves to the prin- 
ciples and ideals of the old south at 
this time. There has never been such 
an attack on law and order as we are 
now seeing during our old age. The 
memorials must not be simply an 
honor to the dead but a beacon light 
to guide the new generation | in fol- 
lowing the ideals of the past.” 

Mrs. Bashinsky's address shared the 
major attention of the afternoon ses- 
sion with the speech of George H. 
Armstead, of the Nashville (Tenn.) 
Banner, in which the publisher eulo- 
gized the womanhood of the south- 
land for its fight to make immortal 
the memory of the south’s cause and! 
its gallant leaders. 

The prophecy that history of the 
Confederacy would be written by un- 
friendly hands has come to pass, 
United States Senator Hugo I. Black, 
of Alabama, said in an address to- 
night. 

“Because of misleading histories. 
even direct descendants of men who 
won imperishable renown following 
Lee and Jackson, have been apolo- 
getac for the course their fathers 
took.”’ Senator Black said. 

/“The clear vision of students has 
bit recently pierced the clouds of 
prejudice and given a true portrayal 
of the clash and conflict between the 
agrarian south and commercial north.” 

“No man can find in a true his- 
tory of the south any just cause for 
apology. The war for southern inde- 
pendence was not fought on the one 
side by a people who wanted freedom 
to perish from the earth, and on the 
other by a people’ who possessed a 
monopoly on morality, religion and 
love for liberty. The south was agri- 
cultural: the north was commercial. 
Thus differences resulted in a clash 
of interests, ambitions and _  objec- 
tives.” 

Senator Black declared that it has 
been falsely asserted that the south 
never stood by the doctrine of states’ | 
rights except to preserve siavery. 
was to preserve her constitutional 
rights that the south established the 
Confederacy,” he added.
